Four of Mandela's adored 
grandchildren wi 11 speak for 
us family, while neither his 
widow, Graca Machel, nor 
his ex-wife Winne Madik- 
lzela-Mandela are listed on 
the programme.

Tins 
can be either in tankers that 
can mo ore at the Valero piers 
or a tank on the ground. Stud¬ 
ies are being made to deter¬ 
mine the best alternatives. 
Aruba, m any case can be¬ 
came the hub for LNG thru 
the Caribbean region. 


LGN will help reduce the 
cost of fuel oil. LGN is much 
cleaner and has a low C02 
emi s si on wh en pro ducin g 
electricity. It is a good source 
of alternative energy It can 
be used as a transition for 
going completely green. This, 
according to Eman, will cre¬ 
ate the reduction in the price 
of energy and water produc¬ 
tion in the future 

This project will take 
some time to be realized All 
details must be carefully 
studied to explore its factibil- 
ity. The fact that renown 
companies such as Gas Uni e, 
Shell and Anthony Veder are 
involved reflects the serious¬ 
ness of the potential that exist 
for Aruba. Such a praj ect will 
h ave a m aj or p o sitiv e e ffect 
on our economy 

According Id Em an. Shell 
will be sending the govern¬ 
ment of Aruba a contract con¬ 
cept to be studied by local 
experts By next year they 
hope to be able to sign an 
agreement. The project, ac¬ 
cording to Email is in its pre¬ 
liminary stage, but it is a 
viable project.

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Lasana Sekou to Prime Minister Wescot-Wiliams, 
President Hanson: denounce Dominican Rep. 
“racist” law against its Black citizens 

GREAT BAY/MARI GOT 
St Martin —St. Martin au¬ 
thor Lasana M. Sekou has 
called on Prime Minister 
Sarah We scot-Wiliams and 
President Aline Hanson, to 
"officially and publicly con¬ 
demn the Dominican Repub¬ 
lic Constitutional Court 
decision of September 13, 

2013 (Sentenda 

TC/G163/1.3), which threat¬ 
ens to strip the citizenship 
status from at least, a quarter 
of a million of its citizens, 
leaving them stateless based 
an the color a f their skin-—as 
Black men, women, and chil¬ 
dren—and their heritage ori¬ 
gins.” 

In the letter of November 
22 to the government, leader 
in both capitals o f St. M artin, 

Sekou wrote that the "Court 
judgment is racist and will 
l ead to gross human rights vi¬ 
olation in the Dominican Re¬ 
public (DR) against the 
affected citizens theft of 
their property, destruction of 
homes, lass of jabs, small 
business own er ship s and 
bank accounts with the life 
savings of families, denial of 
educational opportunities, 
and the perpetuation of a 
range of violence, including 
rape, abuse of children, the 
elderly and the sick, police 
brutality, military detention, 
and the mass murder that his¬ 
torically stems from such ab- 
h orrent 1 aws—geno ci d e." 

According to Sekou, the 
tribunal sentence has ab¬ 
solutely nothing to da with 
immigration and much more 
with ethnic cleansing. “The 
racist ruling will invariably 
affect DR citizens of St. Mar¬ 
tin heritage that have been 



part of Dominican society,, 
certainly since 1529, and 
thought to number at least 
40,000 people," wrote Sekou 
The Court ruling has a 
retroactive feature from 
1929. 

Mostly DR citizens of 
Haitian origin are among 
those affected by the ruling, 
winch, wrote Sekou, “is not 
acceptable to any civilized 
nation that abides by estab¬ 
lished norms of the interna¬ 
tional community and the 
principles and practices of 
humanity.” 

Prime Minister Wescot- 
Wiliiams and President Han¬ 
son “must condemn this 
infection of apartheid m the 
Caribbean,” wrote Sekou, 
and “take a leadership rale m 
the solidarity call for imme¬ 
diate, practical, and just cor¬ 
rective measures to be taken 
in the Dominican Republic.” 

Sekou wrote that obj ection 
to the “racist ruling" should 
also be made in regional and 
international fora “where the 
adjusted autonomy" of 20ID 
and 20D7 allows both St 
Martin territories to do so 


The Southern and Northern 
p arts □ f St Martin are territo¬ 
ries of the Netherlands and 
France respectively Wescot- 
Williams is the prime minis¬ 
ter in the Dutch territory and 
Hanson is the president of the 
French territory. Sekou is an 
advocate for the Independ¬ 
ence and eventual unification 
of St Martin 

Considered one of the pro¬ 
lific Caribbean poets of his 
generation, Sekou said that 
“the designated channels of 
communication” that allow 
the governments in Philips- 
burg and Man got" to request 
and if necessary to demand 
that the Netherlands and 
France denounce the racist 
ruling ... must also be 
promptly employed" He 
noted that calls for the boy¬ 
cott of DR trade goods and 
tourism are already being 
sounded. 

Sekou said this week that 
“the early, clear' and strong 
statements to the DR presi¬ 
dent and government by the 
prime minister of St Vincent 
and The Grenadines and 
protesting groups in Trinidad 


and Puerto Rico among other 
places are admirable. Their 
positions represent the best of 
a history of sol id an ty and 
victory over oppression 
among Caribbean peoples 
and support for oppressed 
peoples m the region and 
around the world.” 

He also said that the sup¬ 
port for the ruling among sig¬ 
nificant sectors of DR. 
society, including Cardinal 
Nicolas de Jesus Lopez Ro¬ 
driguez, has not deterred or 
stopped the growing con¬ 
cerns, findings, and mounting 
protests by other government 
leaders, regional and interna¬ 
tional bodies such as CAR.1- 
COM, DCHR, UNHCR, 
Amnesty, OECS, the Inter- 
An eri can C ommi s si a n on 
Human Rights, human rights 
groups such as Reconaci.do; 
and individuals inside and 


outside of the Dominican Re¬ 
public. Former DR president 
Hip all to Mejia recently 
called the ruling “a shame.” 

Concluding his letter to 
Prime Minister Wescot- 
Williams and President Han¬ 
son, Sekou quoted Dr R.aiph 
Gonsalves, Prime Minister of 
St. Vincent &, The 
Grenadines in Ins letter to 
President Damlo Medina of 
the Dominican Republic -- 
against the September 13 de¬ 
cision “The fi g -1 e af o f s over- 
eignty cannot be invoked 
when time-honoured and uni¬ 
versal principles of citizen¬ 
ship and human decency are 
trampled upon ”

The memorial service, in 
the venue where Mandela 
made his last major public:

’You are never prepared 
enough' 

Although Mandela had 
been critically ill far months, 
the announcement of his 
death on Thursday night still 
rocked a country that had 
looked to his unassailable 
moral authority as a comfort¬ 
ing constant in a time of un¬ 
certain social and economic 
change 

"I don't, think you are ever 
prepared enough," saidZelda 
la Grange, who was Man¬ 
dela's long-time personal as¬ 
sistant both during and after 
his presidency 

"We had prepared our¬ 
selves emotionally but still 
we are overcome by tins feel¬ 
ing of loss and sadness," La 
Grange said. 

Ahead of the burial, Man¬ 
dela's body will lie in state for 
three days from Wednesday 
in the amphitheatre of the 
Union Buildings in Preton a 
where he was sworn in as 
president in 1994 

Each morning, his coffin 
will be home through the 
streets of the capital in a fu¬ 
neral cortege, to give as many 
people as possible the chance 
to pay their final respects.

111 ents from June as Mandela's 
condition deteriorated. 

One of her rare public ap¬ 
pearances came a month ago, 
when she was spotted at the 
p reins ere 0 f the mo vie 11 M an- 
dela: Long Walk to Freedom" 
tracing her hush and's j oumey 
from prisoner to president 
The Sunday Times news¬ 
paper said Machel had been 
with Mandela when he died, 
along with the anti-apartheid 
icon's ex-wife, Winnie 
M a dikiz el a-M an dela. 

M a ch el was M and el a 1 s 
third wife, and he was her 
second presidential husband 
She was the widow of 
M □ zambi c an p r e si dent 

Samara Machel who died in 
a plane crash m 19Sd. 

She was 27 years younger 
than Mandela when they 
married an his SQth birthday 
in 199S 

"We make sure we spend 
time with each other because 
we were so lonely before," 
she told Mandela's authorised 
biographer after the marriage 
Mandela had been di¬ 
vorced from Winnie -- his 
second wife — for two years 
when he re-married. 

"When I am alone, I am 
very weak," he said when 
discussing Machel in 2GQ7 
The couple marked their

15th wedding anniversary on 
July 13 as Mandela l ay criti¬ 
cally ill in hospital. 

Machel met Mandela 
shortly after Ins release from 
prison in 1990.

A formidable political op¬

AMR Corporation, the for¬ 
mer parent of American Air¬ 
lines, and US Airways Group 
announced in a statement they 
had completed tire deal, after 
AMR emerged from bank¬ 
ruptcy protection. 

The new American Airlines 
Group is a goliath, providing 
nearly d,7Q0 daily flights to 
more than 33 D destinations in 
more than 5D countries 

The plan to create a third 
giant carrier to compete with 
US rivals United and Delta 
cleared a major hurdle in No¬ 
vember after the Justice De¬ 
partment announced a 
settlement to resolve antitrust 
complaints seeking to black 
the merger. 

Under the agreement, AMR 
and US Airways are giving up 
slots and other rights at seven 
key airports to law-cost air¬ 
lines. 

The agreement was joined 
by six states and Washington, 


DC, winch also sought to block 
die merger, saying the new air¬ 
line would have near-monop¬ 
oly power in some routes and 
airports.

Five dead as Indonesia train collides with 

fuel tanker 


BINTARO (AFP) - A commuter 
train collided with a fuel 
tanker in the Indonesian capi¬ 
tal Jakarta Monday, killing at 
least five people and injuring 
80 others as a women-only 
carriage derailed and burst 
into ttames. Both the carnage 
and tanker flipped on their 
sides following the crash at a 
level crossing and caught fire, 
sending thick plumes of 
smoke into the air as passen¬ 
gers jumped off the train and fled. The truck accelerated and drove onto the tracks just 
as the gate was coming down to halt traffic and let the train pass it was reported. The 
train company estimated that around 600 passengers were on board when It slammed 
into the truck on the southeastern fringes of Jakarta. A list displayed near the crash 
site showed more than 80 people had been hospitalised. An AFP correspondent at the 
scene saw several burns victims being taken away in ambulances.

"The goal is to achieve a 
functional cure of HIV" said 
jDsep Maria Gatell, director of 
the Hospital Clinic's infectious 
disease unit. 

More than 30 million people 
worldwide are infected with 
HIV, most of them living in de¬ 
veloping countries, Gatell said 

"Although combined anti¬ 
retroviral therapy has proven 
to be highly effective tD pie- 


grammes and discredits trade

US, Britain 'spying on virtual world': 
report 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
and British intelligence have 
been spying an die global on¬ 
line gaming world because they 
feat' terrorists could use the 
hugely popular platform to plot 
attacks, a report said Monday. 

Spies have created charac¬ 
ters m die fantasy worlds of 
Second Life and World of 
War craft to carry out surveil¬ 
lance, recruit informers and 
collect data. The New York 
Times said, citing newly dis¬ 
closed cl a ssi Led documents 
from fugitive US intelligence 
leaker Edward Snowden. 

The report came as eight 
leading US-based technology 
companies called on Washing¬ 
ton to overhaul its surveillance 
laws following months of rev¬ 
elations of online eavesdrop¬ 
ping from the former National 
Security Agency (NSA) con- 


The documents do not give 
any ex amp 1 es Df success from 
the initiative, the report said, 
adding that experts and former 
intelligence officials said "that 
they knew of little evidence 
that terrorist groups viewed

NASA rover finds remnants of 
freshwater lake on Mars 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US space agency rover tooling 
around on the dry surface of Mars has for the first time 
uncovered direct evidence of what used to be a freshwa¬ 
ter lake, scientists said Monday. There is no water left in 
it, but drill tests and chemical analysis of fine-grained 
rocks by the Curiosity robot's science tools suggest 
conditions were right for the lake to have once sup¬ 
ported microbial fife, perhaps 3.8 billion years ago. The 
rocks contained signs of carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, ni¬ 
trogen and sulphur, and "would provide perfect condi¬ 
tions for simple microbial life," said the report in the 
journal Science. Small bacterial life forms known as 
chemolithoautotrophs are known to thrive under similar 
conditions on Earth, and are typically found in caves and 
under the sea in hydrothermal vents.

US snow, 
ice storm

WASHINGTON (ATP) - A 
huge snow and ice storm on 
Monday forced the cancella¬ 
tion of hundreds of fli gilts and 
sparked major delays at air¬ 
ports m the northeastern 
United States and Texas. 

In the Washington area, 
flights in and out of both Rea¬ 
gan Nab anal Airport and 
Dulles international airport 
were disrupted due to the 
storm that slammed in the area 
on Sunday. 

Delays at the two airports 
kept travelers w r siting an aver¬ 
age of 30-40 minutes, accord¬ 
ing to real-time tracker 
Fix ghtAware. ca m In N e w 
York, travelers at Kennedy air¬ 
port also were delayed about 
30 minutes. 

About SD,DQ0 homes in the 
Washington suburbs in. Vir¬ 
ginia and Maryland were 
without power on Monday, ac¬ 
cording to data provided by 
1 o c al p o wer c Dmp antes. 

Meteorologists said more 
snow could fall in the area 
overnight Monday into Tues¬ 
day. 

In Texas, authorities at Dal¬ 
las-Fort Worth airport strug¬ 
gled to get operations back on 
track after a weekend ice 
storm. The airport authority 
said some 350 flights were 
cancelled on Monday 


in a row that has soured ties 
between the two in recent 
years 

Under a deal recently 
reached between Bern and 
Washington to end the dispute, 
Swiss banks can avoid US 
prosecution by voluntarily 
handing over information on 
American clients, as w r ell as by 
paying a fine. 

The penalty would b e equiv¬ 
alent to between 20 and 50 
percent of the value of unde¬ 
clared accounts, depending on 
when they were opened. 

Banks that opened unde¬ 
clared accounts for US clients 
before 2009, when Washington 
fined Switzerland's biggest, 
bank, UBS, $730 million for 
complicity in tax evasion, will 
face lower penalties. 

But the penalties would be 
higher for those that accepted 
undeclared assets from US 
clients after that, according to 
the agreement. 

Banks that do not take part 
m the disclosure programme 
also risk far stiffer penalties 
and prosecution in the United 
States if Washington discovers 
that they have indeed helped 
Americans hide assets. 

S wi ss Fm an ee Mini ster 
Eveline Widmer-Schlumpl 
who iiegobated the deal with 


Washington, made a last 
minute appeal Monday 
to the banks, urging 
them to join the pro¬ 
gramme. 

Swiss experts mean¬ 
while disagree on how 
the banks should act. 

Geneva University 
1 aw pro fes s or X avi er 
Oberson said the banks 
would be better off' 
falling into line, while 
business lawyer Douglas 
Hornung advised against 
that in a recent opinion 
piece m the LeTemps daily. 

"If tiie United States is 
threatening all the Swiss banks 
that it will block their access to 
tlie US market and to conduct¬ 
ing operations in dollars, let it 
say so dearly, and let Switzer¬ 
land take the country before 
the World Trade Organization 
for abusing its dominant posi¬ 
tion," he wrote 

"But please, den t give in to 
inexcusable blackmail and let 
us remain the proud masters of 
Dur destiny, and of our past. 
We have a choice," he added 
A major tax ease launched 
by US authorities against 
Switzerland's oldest bank 
Wegelin & Co. forced the in¬ 
stitution to dose. 

The hank, which was 
founded in 1741, pleaded 
guilty to helping Americans 
hide hinds in secret accounts. 
It was fined a total of $57.3 
million (44 million euros) for 
helping wealthy individuals 
avoid at least $20 million in 
taxes. 

The deal with US authorities 
pierces tire tradition of secrecy 
upon which die Swiss banking 
industry was built, and the 
countiy has also signed up to 
international agreements that 
will weaken it further

Football: Brazil vows to act after

Brazil pledged to stamp out 
stadium violence Monday after 
hooliganism marred a week¬ 
end first division league game, 
raising fresh doubts about its 
ability to stage a trouble-free 
World Cup 

President Dilma Rousseff 
said Brazil could not and 
would not tolerate soccer vio¬ 
lence after fans of Atletico 
Paranaense and Vasco Da 
Gama fought pitched b atdesin 
the southern city of Jomville. 


Graphic television footage 
showed hundreds of fans of 
botlr sides kicking and punch¬ 
ing for several minutes with 
the game only a few minutes 
old, forcing the referee to call 
a halt for an hour as order was 
belatedly restored 
The violence continued un¬ 
abated as the hooligans ran 
amok, clashing m several sec¬ 
tions of the stands 
At least three fans were hurt 
with one, believed to have suf¬ 
fered a fractured skull arrlrfted 


to safety by helicopter. 

Tiere was further contro¬ 
versy after police foaled to in¬ 
tervene and it later transpired 
tliat Atletico had only drafted 
private security personnel to 
‘police 1 a "private event." 

Rousseff was energetic in 
her condemnation ‘A foot¬ 
balling country cannot live 
with violence in its stadiums. 
Tns violence goes against ail 
that we associate with foot¬ 
ball," the president said. 

Sports Minister Alda Rebelo 
also condemned the violence 
and vowed that his ministry 
would b e asking why military 
police had not been on hand 

Brazilian media expressed 
consternation at an admission 
by state authorities that secu¬ 
rity inside the ground was left 
m the hands of private security 
with state police only on duty 
outside. 

Tie violence was the last 
thing Brazil needed as it strug¬ 
gles to prepare the 12 host ven¬ 
ues for the World Cup with at 
least three stadiums still run¬ 
ning behind schedule, includ¬ 
ing Sao Paulo, slated to host 
the opening match on June 12.

Mess , Ribery and 
Ronaldo shortlisted 
for Ballon d'Or 



PARIS {AFP) -Lionel Messi, Franck Ribery and Cristiano 
Ronaldo were on Monday shortlisted for this year's Bal¬ 
lon d'Or, football's world governing body FIFA and spon¬ 
sors France Football magazine said. Barcelona forward 
Messi has already won the title four times but seems 
less of a hot favourite this year after an injury-hit season. 
French winger Ribery was part of a 8 ayern Munich team 
that claimed an unprecedented treble of Champions 
League, German title and German Cup, as well as the Eu¬ 
ropean Supercup. Real Madrid's Portugal striker 
Ronaldo won the 2003 Ballon d'Or and has been tipped 
to win the award this time around. The Ballon d'Or will 
be presented in Zurich on January 13. 


Tony La Russa, Joe Torre 
and Bobby Cox elected to 
Baseball Hall of Fame 



NEW YORK - Tony La Russa, Joe Torre and Bobby Cox 
were elected Monday by the Hall's expansion era com¬ 
mittee. The 16-member group comprised of existing Hall 
of Earners, major-league executives and writers voted 
unanimously for all three inductees. La Russa, Torre and 
Cox each rank among the top five managers of all time 
in wins. Together, they combined to win 7,553 games, 17 
pennants and seven championships. Cox led the Atlanta 
Braves to 14 consecutive division titles between 1931 
and 2005. Appearing at news conference with Torre and 
La Russa at the winter meetings in Lake Buena Vista, 
Fla., Cox called them “enemies on the field and friends 
off the field.” Among the notable candidates denied in¬ 
duction were former players union chief Marvin Miller 
and former Yankees owner George Stelnbrenner. Both 
received six or fewer votes, falling well short of the 12 
needed for induction,The expansion era committee con¬ 
siders candidates whose greatest contributions came 
after 1972 are are no longer eligible for election by the 
Baseball Writers Association of America. It meets once 
every three years, meaning the next will be in 2016. La 
Torre, Torre and Cox will be inducted in Cooperstown on 
July 27, 2014, along with any players elected by the 
BBWAA. The results of the BSWAA vote will be an¬ 
nounced on Jan. 8.
